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On the whole, the Mongol delegates to the National Assembly are diseppointed in the 
Hationalist Government and hawe decided that it ie absolutely ussleas ta hones that 

this government can andfor will selve the numerous problems pertaining to Mongolia, 

principal of which is that of Inner Mongolia's desive for a high degree af political 
autonomy, Over a pericd of many yoars, countless attempts have been made br the . 
Vonzola to present their case te the Nationalist Government and to the world; te 
Justify tneir firm conviction that Mongols should be ruled by Mongols and that they 
shovid not be made the subject ofappression ty the Chinese or any other peonie, 

Being situated in a remote area end surrounded by governmenta which do not sympathize . 

25X1X with these sentiments, the Mongols have failed in these attempts at world recognition. 


2, in anticipation of the recent Netional Assembly, the Mongols believed that a) thouch 

the possibility wes remote shat anything beneficial te tho welfare of their people 

would be gained through the Assembly, they folt that it presented a good opportunity 

to propagendize Inner Mongolia's standuoint, Representatives from all parte of 

China would be present; foreign correspondents would be there: and the attention of 

the world would be concentrated on Nanking, Therefore, though they harbored a 
pessimistic attitude, the Mongol delogate ambly who hed arrived in Pelping 

and ths Moneol len Youth Alliance (M¥4) ae separate meat ings prior B005X1A 
the opening uf the Assembly te plan a united strategy to be used at she seseion. 


The MYA decided (1) te attack the Nationalist Government en the grounds of discrimin= 
ation if the Provines ard Frefecture Organization Laws were enacted and the League 
and Renner Organization Law shelved: (2) to demand a high degree of autonomy if 

PU Teo~yi succeacded in bie plan to dissolve the Mongol leagues in the provinces of 
Chehar, Suiyven and dehol by utilizing the Chinese representatives from thasge 
provinces to the National Assembly: and (3) to demand a clear explanation of just 
what "rational methods" will be used by the Nationalist Government in guarantesing 
the a pente me minority races. (articles 5 and 168 of the new soak oreeutcn state that 


BG a eo >. genio? ecoreseniative. of the Mongolian Kuomintang (ZN) Cligue had 
ek ioned the above policy, it was believed that the MYA would secure some KMT 
sooperation in pursuing it, 
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The Mongol representatives to the National Assembly decided: 

a, ‘lo propose a revision of the constitution which would make it possible for the 
Monecis to accent or reject laws pertaining to them and to their own ethnic 
proviems. Under the stipvletions of the present constitution, the Mongols are not 
able to pass 2 bill in either the National Assembly or the Legislative ‘Yuen, end 
because of 9 numerice] technierlity the ifongols are unable even to rronose a 
topic for discussion in the National Assembly. Whey believe, therefore, that 1% 
is an irrational, discriminating constitution and, although they sre uneble to 
affect national policies, they at least desire te hold the right to influence and 
even determine policies on Mongolia. 


b, %o demand that the Monzol leagues be placed under e certain autonomous organ which 
would be directly resnonsible to the Executive Yuan. The volicy of the Nationai- 
ist Government toward the Mongols has been to disnerse and assimilate them, a 
policy which was instituted at the beginning of the Ching Dynasty (1644-1912). 
Theoretically, the leagues are directly affiliated with the Executive Yuan, but 
actually they have been controlled more or less by the vrovincial administrations. 
in 193% the Nationalist Government announced its Mongolien Leagues end Banners 
Organization Lair, but has not yet enforced it. Under this law the leagues are 
independent of the provinces. The Mongolian-Tibetan Affairs Commission has 
presented a demand to the Central Government for execution of the law, but strong 
ovposition from the provincial governors through their representatives in Nanking 
has prevented it. These area or provincial chiefs, such as FU Tso-yi and WU Huan= 
chang Ch es ), head of Hsingan Province, advocate putting the leagues and 
banners under the supervision of the province, but the Mongols believe that a 
central autonomous organ would eradicate the present weakness caused by the lack 
of lateral liaison between one league and ancther and would also free them from 
direct suppression b* che nrovince. 


c, fo solicit cooneration on the shove two points from the other Mongol representativer 


who would be in Nenking and then to seek the cooperation of other border area 
delegates, such as those from Tibet and Sinkiang. : 


a. To send sdditional rerional representatives from the various leagues and banrers 
to Nankine to support the official representatives. These regional representatives 
were to De active outside the Assembly. 


In early March about fifty Mongol delegates and about forty regional representatives 
departed for Nanking from Peiping. Many of the delegates were former subordinates of 
Prince TE, Mongol revolutionary and head of the Japanese~sponsored Mongolian Autonomous 
Government, and almost all of the regional representatives had served as officials 
under TE during the days of that Government. Unon their arrivei in Nanking these men 
consulted LI Yung-hsin (4%. ™& Fi ) and PAI Tun-ti (9 £ Ab), the Mongol elder 
atatesmen of the KMT, in en offort to unite the policies of all Mongol delegates. The 
two men expressed the opinion thet it was best to have the Mongol leagues affiliated 
with the Executive Yuan and ovnosed the establishment of an autonomous organ above the 
leagues on the grounds thet it was premature, Unity of oninion was thus not achieved. 
On the other hand, the preposal to revise the constitution was sunported by a united 
opinion, and negotictions were cerried out with revresentatives from the border areas 
and those of the various trarties and cliques in an effort to obtain enourh sifnatures 
to present the proposal for action. But the required number of signatures could not be 
obtained, since almost all the Chinese delegotes refused to sign it anil the matter had 
to be dropped. 


Many of the Mongol representatives, disaonointed at the trend of affairs, then vronesed - 


thet the Mongol representatives should withdraw from the Assembly as 2 body. Li Yunge~ 
hsin‘s clicue was opposed to this, however, as he is a steunch KMT 
member. after a long neriod of discussion, it was decided that the Mongol delegetes 
should attend, if only to prevent the revelation to the world of internai strife and 
the loss of face in the eyes of the Chinese. The Mongols Imew that no erochal events 
would take vlace in the National Assembly but they wished to lay bare the eimless, 
uamerciful volicies of the Nationalist Government toward the Mongols end afford the 
goverment officials an opnortunity to reflect on Mongol probleme. They also wished to 
take advantage of the opnortunity to make forelgn countries unierstand donee Mongolia 
and gain their sympathy. it was decided that sneeches show? ¢ be made by 
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Jakehitsechin (Chinese phoneticization: Che-ch'i-ssu-chtin 7L a By $x). Chogbagator

‘ne tovies dealt with by these speakers wore the failure of the National Governnent's 
policy toward Inner Mongolia, the speedy realization of Mongol autonomy and Mongol 
vetugee relief, The time element and the restriction on the number of speakers made 
it impossible to be fully effective. Thus, 4s far as the Mongols vere concerned, thia 
sossion of the Netionel Assembly was a complete failure, aince they Were not able even 
to propose the bill ta revise the constitution, which they had anticinated. Moreover, 
‘heir attempts to meet and talk with foreign correspondents were frustrated by many 
shstacles. - 


The Mongol delegates to the National Assembly can be divided into the following three 
general groups! . , 


a. Racial Pprineipie proups ‘this group demands a hish degree of political, 
autonomy for Lhe Nongols. Most of its leaders were officlale in 
elther the Hanchoukuo Puppet: Government or Prince Th's Mongolian Autonomous 
Government. Liost of the youths throughout Inner Mongolia belong to this group, 
the MYA furnishing the leadership. Their policy is bo fight against the , 
Nationalist Government until they attain their ideal. They are anti-Chiness 
and unceoperative towards the Neattonalist Government, and, as o tesukh , are 
under surveillance by goverament officials, This eroup receives the stvone- 
est support of the Ilonzelian people. 7 

b. Regional Autonomy group: This sroup favors the policies of the Nation lis: 

Government ard Would be satisfied with mere regional autonomy within the 

Nationalist Government structure. The policy of its members is te con= 

operate with the Nationalist Government to the fullest extent, and the 

main element of the zroup is that which is made up of men who hold in 

portant positions in either the Nationalist Government or the KUT and these 

whe belong to the CC Clioue, The leaders are‘ Yung-hein and CO Glioe 

colleagues. The members are all. oro-Chinece and most of them cannot speak 

their mother tonme, It is an interesting fact that moss of the important mane 

bers are from Knarchin Left Banner (119-, 42+), Relations with th 

group ove extremely bad, and whenever the opportunity presents itself. ite 

meubers, whiliizing the influence of the fationalist Government or the C2 

Clique, attempt to subvert members of the Racial Principle group. 

Sa the other hand, the Racial. Principle group has ostracized the members of 

the Regional Autonomy group, wivich recéives strong support fron The Nationalia. 

sovermuent and the Kf but almost none from the Mongolian people » 

Neutral Groups This group can be divided into the "Opportuniai eroup and 

the group made up of those whe are neutral for political reasons, The oppor 

twinists are those who are trying to consolidate their own positions, They 

take a passive attitude toward political activities and endeavor ta hvdes 

she respective Influences of the Racial Principle and the Regional Autonomy 

advocates, hoping to cast sheir lots with the eraup most likely te attain 

Gominance in the future, Many of them have no political ambitions or abilse- 

uy, and the group includes people from all classes and areas. Most of the 

politically neutral Mongols in the second category are from Sinkiaogz and Ching. 

hai Provinees, ost Chinrhai Hongois have not expressed loyalty to either tae 

Racial Principle ermp or the Regiomel Autcnomy group because they fear sup 

pression from MA Puedang ( & AK F )» Warlord of the province , 

and those in Siniang find vhenseaves in an even mere delicate pre- 

dicament..

the Mongo? representatives and members of the Legislative Yuan held 3 

meeting in the middle of May.
